Our New R.A.M. Club President 


- To write of our friend Leslie Regan, whom we now honour upon 
his accession to the very illustrious line of R.A.M. Club Presidents, 


. is to recall a musical lineage of distinction. 


The earliest influence derived from St. George’s Chapel, 
Windsor. For Dr. G. F. Huntley who, at St. Peter’s, Eaton Square, 
began the young Regan’s training, had been a chorister there 


under Sir George Elvey and brought with him a tradition of 


performance which tolerated nothing but the best. Mrs. G. F. 
Huntley, a fine singer and pianist, also assisted in the young 
boy’s musical training. Upon the arrival of Stanley Marchant 
at St. Peter’s, L. R. was head boy of a choir which is still 


remembered by some of us (including the Revd. H. E. Trask, 


then Precentor) as one of outstanding efficiency and artistic 
excellence during the succeeding years. 


Proceeding in 1914 to the R.A.M. j where he studied under 
Stanley Marchant (organ) Charles Macpherson (composition) and 
J. T. Lockyer (viola), gaining the Hine Prize in 1916, he began his 


professional career at Kemsing where his organ master had also: 


started. That he so successfully consummated the work of 
Stanley Marchant there (1914-16) and at Christ Church, Newgate 
St. (1916-21) and of Ernest Read at Cranley Gardens (1921-47) is 
in itself evidence of the skill, experience and hard work he brought 


to bear in the sphere of church music. But that was by no means 
all. 


By the early age of 17 he was giving much help to his two 
masters Macpherson and Marchant at St. Paul’s Cathedral, both 
by organ playing and teaching the boys. It is recalled by one who 
was then head chorister that, during a rehearsal he was taking there, 
he did not hesitate to tell those mature choristers to ‘ try to bring 
a little intelligence to bear on the work” and—adds our informant 


—‘this would have been an impertinence from any other boy of. 


17 1” The confidence he inspired in high places is the measure 
of his ability and power to assimilate great traditions. 
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He was appointed Professor of Harmony, Aural Training etc. 
at the Academy in 1927 and from R.A.M. Magazine correspond- 
ence alone it is evident how many ex-students now recognise the 
value of his teaching and remember him with affection. As an 
organ teacher, one of his ex-pupils, himself now eminent, recalls 
that ‘he showed me that the organ could “ come to life ” just as 
well as. any other medium of expression and he taught me to apply 
the principles of interpretation to organ playing in a way. I had not 
realised.’ It may be added that this quality has been recognisable 
at the R.A.M. through four generations. Among the fine traits he 
inherited from Macpherson and Marchant was intolerance of 


incompetence mingled with a warm desire to help all who deserved 


it. * But’ (to quote again) ‘ with me he was extremely patient and 
did tolerate incompetence : this was because he knew I was trying 
to overcome it. He never expected Bea but demanded the 
best that one could give at the moment.’ 


As Principal of the Watford School of Music, Leslie Regan has 


made Watford a live centre of music and it is here, as conductor 
of the Watford Philharmonic Society, that he has received his 


greatest public recognition. The Choral Society has, by its excel- 


lence, earned its place assisting in important concerts at the Royal 


Albert Hall. 


Even to enumerate his other activities during recent years is 


to stand amazed at his industry, his stamina and his zeal in good 
causes. Conducting the Amateur Orchestra of London, the Council 
of the 1.5.M., Henry Wood Concert Society, Music Teachers’ 
Association, Music Adviser to the Boy Scout’s Association, 
Associate-Conductor with Ernest Read at Orchestral Summer 
Courses and, this year, Organist of Grand Lodge of Freemasons. 


And to come nearer home. What we of the R.A.M. Club owe 
to him is not easily realised by rank and file members. For seven 
years he has carried the burden entailed by the office of Honorary 
Secretary and indeed for some years previously, acting for Mr. 
Brian Nash away on war service. It needs to be in the inner circle

fully to appreciate what this means of attention, constancy and 
work. But reliability has always been his watchword—whatever 
the stress of circumstances—as it was of those who guided him 
in his formative years. 


One of the secrets of his conspicuous. success in coping with 
such numerous commitments is that pervading optimism which, 
undaunted by difficulty, never fails to secure for him the hearty 
. co-operation of all those with whom he makes contact in his work. 
Long may he continue in it with that devoted helpmeet whom 
many once knew as Norah Stevenson.

An Examiner in India

Shillong (in Assam), by the way, welcomed this examiner 


appropriately with a lively earthquake shock promptly on his 
arrival. 


Simla is another lovely and fantastic place in the heights. It 
was quite cold here at night in October, and in winter they have 
plenty of snow. One strange thing about Simla is that it swarms 


. With monkeys. They run about the streets and sit on the low E 


grimacing and gibbering at the passer-by. 
The great cities of Madras, Delhi, Lucknow and Kanpur are 


visited in rather a hurry but considerable stays are made in 


Bombay and Calcutta. Here (if work allowed) one could lead a 


pleasant and even luxurious life—at a price. Bombay is seemingly _ 


the chief centre for Western music in India, and has a symphony 
orchestra, a madrigal society and an Anglican cathedral with a good 
choral tradition. I heard there a Diocesan Choral Festival in 


which various choirs sang works by Bach very well, under the 


direction of a very capable young Indian organist Charles Velu. 
This Cathedral incidentally has a fine old Willis organ in a sad 
state of repair. It is inspiring to an examiner who was once an 
organ scholar at the R.A.M. to visit throughout India. churches 
and cathedrals which are, generally capably, and sometimes nobly, 
striving to maintain a sound standard of English Church Music. 
But he is saddened by the general bad condition of the organs, 
which is due to climate conditions and the lack of Agent tuners 
and repairers. 


` One great pleasure in conducting examinations in these varied 
surroundings is meeting old students of the Academy. At Banga- 
lore there is Mrs. Fewkes, wife of the cathedral organist, who as 
Marion Hart was at the Academy about 1930. In her autograph 
book I found many well-known Academy names, and reverently 
inscribed mine beneath that of my former teacher H. W. Richards. 
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At St. Mary's Schol Poona, is Sister Mary Columba who as 
Mary Patching was at the Academy about 1926. In Calcutta Mrs. 
Cannell (née Dorothy Holgate, R.A.M. 1926-9) is flourishing. In 


Karachi (Pakistan) there is Miss Fahey, in Bombay, Viloo Connis- 


sariat (1938) and Daulat Nanavaty (1940). These are only a few of 
the people who are working in faraway places, to maintain the 
standards they learnt at the Academy. ! 


It is difficult to know what the future holds in store for India. 
But the prestige of Britain is high, and there is undoubtedly still 
plenty óf.scope for the teacher of Western music. 


Most educated Indians realise that India's greatest need during 


her present transitional stage is the maintenance of sound standards 
of culture. As the éxaminer listens to the generally very capable 
performances of a succession of young Indian candidates, he 
realises how far-reaching is the cultural influence of the Royal 
Schools of Music.

Three weeks with Casals amid snow peaks and glaciers in the 
heart of the finest Alpine scenery . . . This unbelievable opportunity 
was my good fortune in August and September last year. 


Cellists from all over the world travelled to Switzerland for the 
unique Summer School held in the picturesque village of Zermatt 
at which Pablo Casals gave a Master Class on the Interpretation 
of Bach. i 

All the Unaccompanied Cello Suites and two Violin Pal 
(G minor and D minor) were studied during the nine classes held 
in the dining room of the Mont Cervin, Zermatt’s largest hotel. 
The students each played in turn in front of the whole class and 
the Master, who criticised their performance and often took up 
his cello to demonstrate what he wanted to say. Hearing and 


watching Casals at such close range was a deep musical and | 


”, he said. 


spiritual experience. “Every note must be sublime 


And indeed with what ease and naturalness he achieved this. We 


were made acutely aware of the importance of faultless intona- 
tion. ... “ Expressive intonation " which is felt and which speaks. 
One must determine the character of the music before attempting 
to play it as a painter studies his landscape : the D minor Suite, 
for instance, is pensive and tragic; the G major robust and gay. 
There must be constant variety of expression and tone colouring 
to avoid monotony. Above all, everything must be natural and 
must spring from one’s own inner feeling. 


Besides the Casals course there was a class on cello playing by 
Paul Grummer, chamber music classes by him and Sandor Vegh, 
and a class for singers under Hans Willi Haeusslein. A series of 
concerts was given by artists of international fame, and this in- 
cluded two excellent concerts by the Vegh String Quartet and a 
very fine recital by Tortelier. In between the various musical 
activities there was ample time for walks amid the magnificent 
scenery around Zermatt. 
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The students returned home refreshed by the keen mountain 
air, uplifted by the remote grandeur of the snow covered Matter- 
horn, and inspired by contact with the Master and the incompar- 
able beauty of his playing. À
